WASHINGTON, May ~ 13.—(?) 
Widows of 24 officers and enlisted 
men who lost their lives in the 
Akron and J-3 airship disasters 
petitioned the senate today to re- 
store the double newer which 
widows of flight officers and men 
were entitled to prior to passage of 
the economy act.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt centered atten- 
tion today on stimulation of employ- 
ment and business in his sweeping 
attack on the emergency at home and 
abroad. : 

The bill that will extend his man- 


agement over industry neared com- 
pletion and will be presented Monday 
to a willing congress that has just 
given him. unprecedented supervision 
over agriculture, banking and cur- 
rency. 

A tax of between 1 and 1 1-2 per 
cent on the output of all industry 
was proposed to the president tonight 
by. a special committee of advisers as 

means of underwriting the $3,300,- 
000,000 job-giving public works plan 
that will be coupled with the indus- 
trial “partnership” measure. 

With this‘ legislation President 
Roosevelt will conclude his emergency 
program and administration leaders 
today fixed June 10 as the dead line 
for adjournment of the special ses- 
sion of congress. 

Debt Issue Imminent. 

* Two days later the world economic 
conference opens in London and five 
days later the next installments of 
war debts are due from the European 
ebtors. The president is still unde- 
cided what action, if any, he will ask 
from congress on debts. He has 
reached no agreement with the debt- 
ors, so far. 

Responding to the presidential de- 
sire for a quick cleanup of the emer- 
gency domestic program, congression- 
al conferees reached a complete agree- 
ment today on the Tennessee valley 
development bill providing for gov- 
ernment operation of the idle Muscle 
Shoals, Ala., power and nitrate plant. 
_ This measure by which the admin- 
istration ‘hopes to put hundreds of 
men immediately to work, will go to 
the White House early in the week 
and will be-signed promptly. It is in 
form acceptable to the president. 

Advocates of banking reform legis- 
lation made a spirited drive today 
also to get under the closing wire for 
this season. The senate banking com- 
mittee unanimously approved the 
measure by Senator Glass, democrat, 
Virginia, drastically revising banking 
regulations in the interests of pro- 
tection of depositors. 

Roosevelt Plans First. 

Representative Byrns, of Tennes- 
see, the house democratic leader, how- 
ever, asserted that the Roosevelt 
emergency program would receive 
first attention. Only a complete un- 
derstanding between all elements on 
this broad legislation is expected to 
bring its passage at this session. 

With industry and labor closely 
combining on the public works-indus- 
trial control measure, administration 
pilots believe its passage within a 
month is assured, 

The legislation proposes a new 
principle in government relations 
with business, providing for a na- 
tional board to supervise and sanc-

Sanctions for the trade agreements 
are to be accompanied by full govern- 
mental power to force into line any 
recalcitrant minorities, probably 
through the imposition of a special 
tax on those who refuse to abide by 
the understanding reached by a ma- 
jority of a trade. 

A federal administrator is to be 
established to direct the vast public 
works program through which the 
—s hopes to put men to work 

fore the summer ends. 

Construction of roads, battleships, 
public buildings, dams, levees and 
flood control projects is contemplated 
under this $3,300,000,000 two-year 
program. 

The administration has not decid- 
ed how it will raise the money— 
whether by a bond issue or by short- 
term securities. This will be left to 
the discretion of the treasury. The 
new taxes are aimed at raising $220,- 
000,000 annually to provide for a sink- 
ing fund to retire the $3,300,000,000 
government issue and to meet the in- 
terest payments on it. 

Finished with his observations with 
the special representatives of the prin- 
cipal foreign powers, President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Hull are confident 
that these talks have paved the way 
to a successful and early conclusion 
of the London economic conference 
and the Geneva disarmament parley. 

Debt Issue Delayed. 

There is every indication that Mr. 
Roosevelt intends to wait until the 
conclusion of these international ne- 
gotiations before undertaking a revi- 
sion of the war debt agreements, 

Meanwhile, the June 15 payments 
loom large. While war debts have 
been definitely saparated from the 
economic conference, the European 
debtors are demanding relief on the 
June 15 installments which come due 
three days after the conference opens. 

Pending further negotiations with 
Great Britain, France and Italy on 
this, Mr. Roosevelt has not decided 
what he will do about the June 15 
payments but there is every indica- 
tion that he will grant no outright 
postponement and will ask for the 
payments in silver that can be made 
under the terms of the recently en- 
acted currency legislation.

facie showing that no law had been 
violated “all anyene desiring to bring 
beer into this state would have to do 
if he were caught would be to claim 
he had bought it in Tennessee and 
was taking it to Florida, or the other 
way round if he happened to be head- 
ed north when arrested. Congress has 
authority over interstate commerce, 
but it seems to me the state has some 
right to protect itself.” 

“My theory of the law,” he said, 
“is that possession of a beverage 
which is prohibited by our laws auto- 
matically places the burden of proof 
on the possessur to show he had a 
legal right to have it.” 

Constitution Not Violated. 


In his decision, which was deliver- 
ed orally, Judge Hawkins did not 
mention the contention of H. G. Van- 
diviere, solicitor-generai of the cir- 
cuit, and Guy Roberts, attorney for 
Sheriff Legg, that the federal beer 
law itself, and interstate commerce 
regulations as applied to alcoholic 
beverages, are unconstitutional under 
the eighteenth amendment. 

The attack on the constitutionality 
of the acts was advanced ‘jin the 
sheriff’s answers to the habeas corpus 
and injunction petitions, and in argu- 
ment Koberts called the beer law “as 
flagrant a violation of and attempt 
to evade the coustitution as any law 
ever written.” 

He said the Volstead act definition 
of an intoxicant as a beverage con- 
taining more than one-half of one per 
cent alcohol had been upheld in the 
United States supreme court, but Blair 
countered with a claim that the court 
had upheld only the right of congress 
to define an intoxicant “and any sub- 
sequent congress is entirely at liberty 
to change that definition.” 

A large part of the argument cen- 
tered around the question whether 
Marler and Gorden possessed or need- 
ed a certificate as a common carrier, 
and a supreme court ruling that under 
laws in effect before national prohibi- 
tion a person was entitled to trans- 
port liquor personally, in his bag- 
gage, from ‘one wet state to another 
aboard a train which traversed dry 
territory. 

The defendants said the beer was 
their own and had been ordered from 
them by a West Palm Beach man 
whom Marler-in testimony identified 
as “Johnson—I think his first name 
is John—he used to be a bootlegger 
but now he is a legitimate beer deal- 


Protection of Law Cited. 

Blair argued that if the beer be- 
longed to the men “they could carry 
it in a wheelbarrow or on foot” and 
still be protected by the interstate 
commerce law.

PLANS ON COTTON 


Agriculture Secretary 
Will Confer With Lead- 
ers on Crop Problem. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—(4)— 
Secretary Wallace Monday will take 
up the problem. of administering pro- 
visions of the farm relief act apply- 
ing to cotton, hopeful that a plan for 
this year’s crop can be worked out 
within a month which will be “sat- 
isfactory to everyone in the industry, 
from top to bottom.” 

His action will be wholly informal 
and will consist of a conference with 
representatives of the industry who 
have asked to discuss application of 
the act to cotton. It is understood 
that in preliminary conferences among 
themselves, leaders of some phases of 
the industry have arrived at the foun- 
dation for a trade agreement.

|Hero of Confederacy Was 
Beloved Pioneer Resi- 
dent of Atlanta. 


Colonel Peyton H. Seook, 93, Con- 
federate veteran, leader in Atlanta's 


-business, educational, social 1nd spir- 


itual life, died Saturday morning at 
his home, 1202 Cleburne avenue, N. 


A courtly gentleman, Colonel Snook 
had a wide circle of friends to which 


deeds, of kindness and friendship. 

Colonel Snook was injured several 
weeks ago in a fall, and since that 
time was confined to his bed 

John Brown's raid at 
Ferry, Va.. was one of the outstand- 
ing recollections of Colonel Snook. He 
witheoned the event in 1800, as a 
oung man, and frequently took de- 

ht in telling friends of the incident. 
He served during the War Between 
the States with the Clay Chasseurs, 
commanded by Captain Charles Ja- 
cobs, of Louisville, 5 
Colonel] Snook was born Cepteuber 
12, 1889, in Martinsburg, W. Va., the 
son of Harriet Frye Smith, for whose 
father Smithfield, Va.. was named, 
and Samuel Snook, of Harper’s Ferry. 
He married Miss Irene Nevitte ier 
cap, of Louisville, on June 28, 1564, 
and the couple came to Atlanta the 
next year to make their home in this 
city. The marriage took place in 
Cincinnati, the bride’s mother and 
sisters having been banished from 
Louisville by the Union army because 
their home had been a rendezvous for 
escaped Confederate prisoners, 

In Atlanta, Colonel Snook cstab- 
lished the furniture store >f P. H. 
Snook, on Marietta street near Five 
Points, during the period when this 
city had yet to rise from the ashes 
of war. The firm later became P. H. 
Snook & Son, and then Rhodes, 
Snook & Haverty. The next change 
was to the firm name of Snook & 
Austin, Colonel Snook retired from 
active business 18 years ago. 

The Snook home, known as Seven 
Oaks. was purchased 48 years ago as 
a summer residence, one of the first 
country places to be owned by an 
Atlantan. 

Wife Died in 1911. 

Mrs. Snook, an accomplished musi- 
cian and brilliant singer. died on May 
13, 1911. With her, Colonel Snook 
had been among the organizers of the 
Beethoven Society. a cultural musical 
organization of leading Atlantans. 
His death marked the 22d anniversary 
of her passing. 

Colonel Snook was one of the old- 
est members of St. Philip's cathedral, 
and one of its first vestrymen. He 
was a former member of the Pied- 
mont Driving and Capital City Clubs. 
and one of the founders of the Young 
Men’s Library Association, later 
merged into the Carnegie library. 
Colonel Snook was a director of the 
Piedmont Exposition, in 1887, when 
President Grover Cleveland visited 
Atlanta. He was an original sub- 
scriber to the fund for establishment 
of Georgia School of Technology. 


Colonel Snook was among the first 
to subscribe to the Atlanta Opera 
House and Building Association (De- 
Give’s opera house), in 1868. He was 
a past president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and a constant member of 
the guarantors’ list of the Music

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Courtney Relates How 
He Escaped Death in 
Perilous Descent. 


NEW YORK, May 13.—(4)—A 
master locksmith, who sailed blithely 
away five weeks ago in search of sunk- 
en treasure, was back in New York 
tonight nursing injuries he suffered 
in an adventure at the bottom of the 
Sea, 

There was ample evidence of the 
near-tragedy Charles Courtney expe- 
rienced, 

His left wrist was encased in a 
plaster cast, his right side was swath- 
ed in bandages covering a long cut, 
and his hair—previously only slight- 
ly gray at the temples—had turned 
several shades whiter. 

Courtney had not completely recov- 
ered from the nervous shock of the 
experience, as he told his story after 
arriving on the Leviathan. He only 
partially drew aside the curtain of 
secrecy that covered his departure 
April 8 on his mystery trip to Eu- 
rope. 

He told of the accident to himself 
and two others of a salvage crew 
seeking treasure carried to the ocean's 
bottom by a British cruiser, Hamp- 
shire, when she was sunk with Earl 
Kitchener aboard during the World 
War. 

Confirms Treasure Story. 

He confirmed previously published 
private advices of the recovery of 15,- 
000 pounds in gold sovereigns from 
that wreck. 

But he would not discuss plans for 
further salvage operations, the iden- 
tity of the persons interested, or their 
base and field of operations. 

Likewise, he would ,say nothing 
about the amount of treasure—report- 
ed to be as much as 2,000,000 pounds 
—believed to be still aboard the wreck. 

He countered questions about the 
future of the expedition by saying 
his chief interest now is to get back 
to his family, his business, and to 
regain his health. 

The accident occurred on his second 
trip to the hulk of the Hampshire. 
With him were two others dressed 
in diving suits of a new type, de- 
veloped by German technicians and 
similar to the one he wore. 

They went down to the side of the 
wreck and were preparing for a fur- 
ther search for gold when a sudden 
and terrifically strong current struck 
them and pinioned all three against 
the side of the old warship.

Meanwhile, the prohibition bureau 
made public its first statistics on ac- 
t:~ities since the legalization of beer, 
revealing a sharp decline in both ar- 
rests aud seizures. 

The figures for April, which was 
the first month of A. V. Dalrymple’s 
regime as prohibition director, showed 
cases in which arrests were made had 
dropped to 3,440 as compared with 
5,462 in March and 7,400 in April 
of 1932. The statistics included both 
state and federal activities. 

Seizures of breweries deelined to 21 
during the month from 118 in the 
preceding month and 2,117 in April of 
last year. Beer seizures were 35,174 
gallons against 66,402 and 306,063; 
spirits 118,759 gallons against 157,/ 
681 and 151,131; wine 36,137 against 
24,773 and 33,049. 

Permanent injunctions granted by 
the courts totaled 413 during April 
as compared with 438 in March and 
705 in April of last year. The aver- 
age sentence imposed by the courts 
was 161 days against 153 and 188, 
while the average fine imposed was 
$138, against $105 and $132. State 
and federal agents placed 5,355 cases 
on the docket during the month 
against 7,143 and 7,034.

CANADIAN PRAISES 
ROOSEVELT POLICES 


BOSTON, Mass., May 13.—E. W. 
Beatty. president and chairman of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, today 
praised the “courageous and vigorous 
actions” of President Roosevelt and 
of congress, as well as the recent trade 
conversation between the president 
and Premier Bennett of Canada.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. May 13.— 
Another Kentucky Derby is history 
and its passing again has mirrored to 
the sport world the pageant of a 
horse race in Kentucky during May, 


an event which most Kentuckians are 
willing to wager will stand up against 
any other in the sporting realm for 
spectacle and beauty. 

Louisville, annual host to thou- 
sands who admire thoroughbreds, in- 
stinctively turns to 1934 and the six- 
tieth renewal of the race while it 
carefully jots down in its memory an- 
other great horse to honor along with 
Aristides, Old Rosebud, Twenty 
Grand, Gallant Fox and Burgoo 
King. 

To the long list of notables it has 
entertained as spectators of “the 
sport of kings,” it adds another nota- 
ble group of men and women, whose 
names figure importantly in the news 
of society, industry, politics, sports 
and the screen. 

Three years ago the honored guest 
at the Kentucky Derby was Edward 
George Villiers Stanley, Earl of Der- 
by, for whose family the rich stake is 
named. The titled Englishman look- 
ed on smilingly with approximately 
75,000 spectators while’ the famous 
jockey, Earl Sande, rode to victory 
on Gallant For. 

Sande, in that race, equalled the 
record held only by one other jockey, 
Ike Murphy, son of a _ negro slave. 
Both of them have ridden three Ken- 
tucky Derby winners. Sande’s other 
mounts were Zev, the horse that had 
the unforgettable match race with In 
Memoriam, and which won the derby 
in 1923, and Flying Ebony in 1925. 

Murphy, outstanding jockey of an- 


ners, Buchanan, Riley and Kingman. 
Thousands of turf fans, habitual 
cheerers of Derby winners, wish that 
Sande might boot his fourth winner 
past the winning post and set the 
record. 

In 1931, the big horse Twenty 
Grand smashed the track record for 
the Derby, winning it in the time of 
2:01 45 and clipping two seconds 
from the previous record for the mile 
and a quarter route. Former Vice 
President Charles Curtis, who in his 
youth was a jockey, saw Twenty 
Grand’s victory and presented a gold 
cup to Charles Kurtsinger, Louisville 
lad, who rode the winner. 

The record previously was held by 
Old Rosebud, which won the event 
in 1914. 

When Burgoo King won the event 
in 1932, it distinctly was a Kentucky 
victory. The horse belonged to Colo- 
nel BE. R. Bradley, master of Idle 
Hour stock farm, which is located in 
the very heart of Kentucky's pic- 
turesque bluegrass country. Colonel 
Bradley is the only owner to saddle 
four winners of the Derby, since 
he also won with Broker's Tip last 
Saturday. 

In the 1926 Derby, which Bub- 
bling Over won, Baggenbaggage, an- 
other Bradley horse, ran second, and 
when Behave Yourself won, Black 
Servant, also from the Bradley stable, 
was just a nose behind. Burgoo King, 
the son of Bubbling Over, was named 
for a very palatable broth which is 
more or less indigenous to the blue- 
grass country.

is reproduced a story of the baseball rivalry which ex- 

isted between Macon and Atlanta in those early days 

and the only time, in baseball history, that a cannon was 
used in a baseball war. 

Macon lost three games in Atlanta but they swore right 
fervidly that it.was the umpire who had robbed them. And 
when the teams returned to Macon they watched with baleful 
eyes as the umpire came along to work the games there. 
livan writes: | 

‘‘A large cannon was dragged through the streets of 

Macon, bearing a placard with the following inscription: 

‘Macon will win three games sure.’ The cannon was 

dragged to the hotel where the Atlanta team and the 

umpire was staying. Once the cannon was fired just 
to show that it would do some damage. It was dragged 
past the hotel several times and on the day of the game 
it stood at the diamond. It was pointed at the umpire. 

Reader, do you think Macon won those three games? 

I whisper slowly she did, and with a good margin in each 

game.” 

Sullivan also relates a great story on Tug Arundel, the 
catcher who once chased Wilbert Robinson, of ithe Old Orioles, 
around the bases while three runners scored ahead of him. 

Arundel, after slipping in the majors, came to catch 

for the Memphis team in the Southern league. The bases 

were full when Arundel had a passed ball. It caromed 

off his shins into the lemonade tub which stood just to 
the right of home plate and in front of the grandstand. 

The tub was a large one and was filled with iced lemonade, 
chunks of ice and the lemon peels. It was wet and slippery 
about the tub and Arundel, while he fished for the ball, slipped 
and fell, pulling the tub of lemonade over on him.

Under the direction of Mrs. Quarles, 
George Henry Holland, a pupil of the 
Ponce de Leon school, executed the 
figures and Mrs. Quarles dressed the 
dolls in colorful Indian garb. Resid- 
ing in the west on an Indian reserva- 
tion for three years, Mrs. Quarles

tion, it is of inestimable value from | 


a genealogical viewpoint. In addi- 
tion, this being Georgia’s bicentennial 
year, information of historical inter- 
eat should be brought to the forefront. 
Mrs. Land is to be congratulated, with 
appreciation to Miss Blair also, for 
making this information accessible. 
The following copies of these records 
are in a most condensed form, but 
the more informing originals may be 
found in Miss Blair's office. 

Page 67, House Journal’ 1796, re- 
cords that the petition of Hugh Bell 
for payment of services rendered as a 
soldier of the first regiment of foot, 
commanded by Lachlan McIntosh was 
granted; said Hugh Bell having re- 
ceived wounds which rendered him 
incapable of labor; said Hugh Bell re- 
ceived special appropriation January 
7, 1800, see receipt book 1798-1800. 

Elisabeth Clifton was granted the 
sum of four pounds, ten shillings, two 
pence for having ferried detachments 
of. militia over the Ogeechee river, this 
payment to be given at the rate of 
four shillings, eight pence for each 
dollar, See House Journal 1796, page 


6. 

Michael Dixon sets forth in his pe- 
tition that in the year 1777 he ac- 
cepted a captain’s commission under 
Colonel Samuel Jack; that he spent 
considerable sums in recruiting men; 
that he furnished wagon, horses and 
forage and wished reimbursement. In 
the House Journal 1797, page 341, it 
is found that Michael Dixon and Da- 
vid Dixon were barred by the time 
that had elapsed since 1778 from re- 
ceiving payment for supplying their 
companies. 

It appears from a commission un- 
der the hand and seal of John Han- 
cock, then president of congress and 
dated November 5, 1776, and from 
every information upon the Georgia 
establishment, that Lee De Keyser 
was captain of a_ troop of horse, 
which he recruited and accoutered out 


It appears without a doubt that 
| Robert arqubar, merchant of South 
Carolina. furnished the state in Oc- 
tober, 1777, with certain goods, that 
he died in 1784, and that the peti- 
tioner, Peter Trezevant, afterward 
married his daughter. House Journal 
1843, page 420. This House Journal 
has been printed. 

The opinion of the committee is 
that the petition of James Jones, set- 
ting forth that he was a soldier of 
cavalry commanded by Colonel Leon- 

ard Marbury, that he received wounds 
which rendered him incapable of la- 
bor, and desiring relief, should be 
granted. House Journal 1796, page 67. 
In later Journals it is found that by 
1799 James Jones had died, that he 
was survived by widow, Anne, and 
children, and that they evidently 
lived in the county of Richmond. 

A petition from Joseph Lane, for- 
merly a captain on Continental estab- 
lishment and afterward a major of 
the third battalion of the Georgia 
state troops, praying the liquidation 
of his demand for monies deposited in 
the hands of O. Bryan and Wade, 
the treasurers of the state, agreeable 
to a resolution of the house of assem- 
bly. House Journal 1796, page 12. 

More of these records of service wil] 
appear at a later time in this column.

to Wood. Those were the days when 
he was referred to as Wall Street’s 
boy plunger. . 

But those days are gone, evidently 
forever. For General Wood has made 
a startling come-back—via the pick- 
and-shovel route! 

The son of the late General Leonard 
Wood, Osborne Wood used to be called 
Europe’s playboy during the hectic 
years he was squandering the $2,000,- 
000 fortune ‘he had amassed. Then he 
disappeared. He left.no forwarding 
address with his former friends of the 
night-club belt. 

In 1927 Wood, broken in health and 
nee sid broke, arrived in New 


exico. Why? Well, his dad had 
powerful friends in the state and he 


‘could have had a soft job for the ask- 


ing. But he didn’t ask for it. 
eliberately he elected to become a 
“mucker” in a mine. This is labor of 
‘the hardest, requiring physical endur- 
ance if not a lot of “fundamental brain 
work.” The job paid $4.50 a day. 

Each morning he awoke with swol- 
len ds, numb arms, But his health 
be to mend. He is even today ex- 
ceedingly proud that, then, he had 
utterly given up drink. 

After a year in the mines, Wood, 
just turned thirty-one, became the 
sworn champion of the laboring man.

He realized that New Mexico had 
no laws regulating safety devices 
in metal mines, that the miner’s 
safety was at his employer’s mercy. 

An accident gave Wood the 
chance for which he had’ waited. A 
young mining engineer was killed 
while leaving the mine on an open 
lift. “His death was needless, a 
shameless sacrifice,” was what Wood 
said. He refused to return to work 
until the lift was repaired. The re- 
quest was refused and Wood or- 
dered off the grounds. 

The crusading Wood sought to place 
all mines under state supervision. He 
took a new job as blacksmith in a coal 
mine, shoeing mules. Pay: $3.50 a 


In 1928 he was thrilled to learn 
that, largely as a result of his efforts, 
the Republican party had drafted into 
its platform a provision for a state 
labor commissioner. 

The fight to secure passage of a bill 
creating a state department of labor 
was intense, but the bill was killed, 
only to be entered on the statutes in 
1931. 

Wood had been appointed a captain 
in the National Guard.

addition to his winnings in Wall Street, 
he also cleaned up at the swanky 
gambling palaces of the Riviera. But 
as soon as the cleaning process had 
been completed, Wood would squander 
large sums in amusing himself. 

In December, 1926, came a _ real 
event in his life. His wife, Mrs. Kath- 
erine Thompson Wood, divorced him in 
Wilmimgton, Delaware. Friends de- 
plored this breakage of the domestic 
lute, for the Woods’s romance had been 
an attractive one. They had first met 
in the Philippines, and the wedding had 
been solemnized in the home of Gov- 
ernor General Wood, the bridegroom’s 
father. 

Of the union several children were 
born. A few years ago the eldest son, 
Leonard Il, was stricken with lockjaw 
at Albuquerque, New Mexico. His 
father, happening to be at Santa Fe, 
hastily took a plane and flew to his 
sick child’s bedside. But he was too 
late. By the time he reached Albu- 
querque, little Leonard was dead, 

It may have been this personal 
tragedy that determined the bereft 
father to throw himself into his work 
with renewed vigor. At uny rate, to- 
day he is known as one of the most 
efficient and ardent state officials ever 
to function in the Great Southwest, 

He has recently completed a House 
on his homestead property, where visit- 
ors see a fine, well set-up figure of a 
man, alert, courteous and famous for 
his generosity in the matter of hand- 
wig out cigars. 

Gone completely is the portly youn 
waster of the old days, who because o 
self-indulgences yew to the uncom- 
fortable weight of two hundred pounds. 
He now tips the beam at about a hun- 
dred and fifty. 

Until seven months ago, the General 
lived on the Camino del Monte Sol, 
which is largely made up of a colony 
of artists and writers. He then joined 
a group of homesteaders and took u 
six hundred and forty acres of lan 
six miles northwest of Santa Fe. 

General Wood is today an essential- 
ly sunny individuality. 

You’d never guess to look at this 
rugged man who made his come-back 
via the pick-and-shovel route that he 
was once hailed as the prize playboy 
of the Continent,

AN is not the only creature 
that understands and profits by 
co-operation. Though the com- 

plete story of animal life, from the lowest 
to the highest orders, is largely a mo- 
notonous repetition of “eat or be eaten,” 
there“are a number of striking instances 
in which creatures of widely different 
species dwell together as partners. Some 
of these partnerships, it is true, are de- 
structive to one or the other of the part- 
ners. Others apparently are beneficial 
to one of the partners, without injuring 
the other. In still others of these strange 
partnerships, the relationship is helpful 
to both of the partners. 

The Greeks had a word for this cur- 
ious “living together.” They called it 
symbiosis, a word which medern scien- 
tists have borrowed along with the Latin 
word commensal, which means virtually 
the same thing. 

The ideal method of observing the 
queer partnerships of nature is through 
the glass window of a diving helmet on 
some coral reef in a warm sea, for there 
as at no place else in the world can be 
found the oddest developments of co- 
operation among curiously different crea- 
tures. There are examples of natural 
partnerships on land, such as those of 
birds and beasts that dwell together for 
mutual benefit, the birds feeding on the 
ticks that inhabit the hides of the ani- 
mals, warning the animals of the ap- 
proach of danger. But the examples of 
@>-operation among land creatures are 
few and sumple compared to the strange 
partnerships of. the sea. 

In the shallow waters surrounding the 
Dry Tortugas, a group of small islands in 
the Gulf of Mexico, marking the extreme 
westerly limits of the Florida Keys, 
scientists of the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington for several yearns have been 
studying the animal partnerships of that 
coral sea garden. In the crystal, clear 
waters of the Tortugas, the bottom of 
the sea is a veritable fairyland, accord- 
ing to those who have been fortunate 
enough to descend in diving suits to 
behold the jungles of gaily colored coral, 


the myriads of beautiful fish, and the thousand and one, 


other strange forms of life. , 

The coral polyps, minute creatures that create the 
colored skeletal structure from which beads and other 
ornaments are made, live in partnership with a plant, a 
single-celled green alga. The alga extracts chemicals 
from the sea which are utilized as food by the polyps. 

One of the singular instances of co-operation on the 
coral reefs of the Tortugas is that of a certain type of 
crab and the sponge. This crab tears off bits of living 
sponge from rocks, holds them against its own shell until 
the bits of spange take root, and then uses his clamk of 
sponge as a protection against his enemies. The par- 
ticular kind of sponge which the crab employs has needle-

iike substances in its tissues and a disagreeable odor that 

repels the crab’s foes. The crab of the Tortugas is sim- 

ilar to the Pacific crab, which employs anemones to 

defend it from its enemies and to catch food for it. As 

the anemones have more opportunities of obtaining food 

when moved about in the claws of a crab, they can well 

afford to share their catches with their partner. 

In their studies at the Tortugas, scientists have found 

a pecwhar partnership existing between sea cucumbers, 

sluggish, sausage-like creatures inhabiting the bottom of 

the sea, and a slender fish known as the Fierasfer, This 

fish, which feeds independently like other fish, when 

alarmed retreats to a sea cucumber and backs into the 

latter’s food canal at the posterior end, remaining there 
until all danger has passed. 

Perhaps an idea of the extent 

to which partnerships are formed 

among marine creatures can best 

be conveyed by a report on a 

sponge, made by Dr. A. S. Pearse, 

of Duke university, who spent a 

summer at the Carnegie Institu- 

tiom marine biological station on 

the Tortugas. Dr. Pearse found 

that one single. “loggerhead” 

sponge, about the size of a wash- 

tub, contained 17,128 living crea- 

tures as guests. Among the guests 

inhabiting that particular sponge 

were five fishes, 229 annelid 

worms, 38 barnacles, 16,352 synal- 

pheid shrimp, and a few ostracods 

and amphipods, small crustaceans.

When Tommy married Miss McCoin it was 
a different story altogether with rich old Mr. 

He praised Tommy’s good sense in 
marrying such a nice, practical girl and promptly 
re-installed his offspring in his will to the tune 
of a pretty penny, or rather a lot of dollars. 

The Manville clan have always been of inter- 
est to the public, partially because of their great 
wealth, but also because their doings were gener- 
ally so unpredictable.

Triumphed

WO bulky New York detec- 

i tives .arrived in Miami 

- Beach, Fla., one day late 
in February on a rather, unusual! 
mission. 

Criminals had been exceedingly 
active in Florida. The concentra- 
tion of wealthy persons had lured 
all sorts of confidence men, gam- 
bling racketeers, and other varie- 
ties of thieves to Miami, Miami 
Beach, and other Florida resorts. 
Worst of all, there had been an 
epidemic of jewel robberies, all 
apparently committed by the same 
master burglar. In ten clueless 
crimes this phantom Raffles had 
stolen several hundred thousand 
dollars in jewels, his tenth job of 
the season being the theft of $81,- 
000 worth of gems belonging to 
Grace Moore, the singer. 


After the Moore robbery, A. 
Frank Katzentine. mayor of 
Miami Beach, decided to appeal 
to Commissioner Edward P. Mul- 
rooney of New York for help in 
a situation in which the local 
authorities and private agencies 
seemed helpless. Mulrooney turned 
the matter over to Deputy Chief 
Inspector John J. Sullivan, who 
dispatched two star men, Detec- 
tive Lieutenant Michael Mc- 
Namara and his partner, Detec- 
tive Fhomas Fitzgerald, to Miami 
Beach. 

No publicity attended their de- 
parture from New York nor their 
arrival in Fiorida. They arrived 
February 23, four days after the 
Grace Moore burglary. 

After a secret conference with 
Mayor Katzentine, the New York 
sleuths called on Miss Moore. Her 


hotel suite had been entered and 


robbed while she and her husband 
attended a musicale. As in his pre- 
vious jobs. the thief had not forced 
the door, but had gained entrance 
with a key, and he had left no 
fingerprints..In other words, an 
exceedingly neat worker. 

The detectives asked Chief Sul- 
livan to send the photographs of 
all known jewel thieves who spe- 
cialized in hotel and apartment 
burglaries. Sullivan sent about 
sixty pictures. 

More than two weeks passed be- 
fore anything developed. Mean- 
while the New York detectives co- 
operated with Katzentine an@ the 
local authorities in a drive on the 
hordes of criminais preying on 
wealthy visitors. McNamara and 
Fitzgerald time and again recog- 
nized com men and crooks of one 
kind or another and by means of 
a few arrests were able to bring 
about a general exdous. The crime 
situation cleared up considerably. 

The elusive jewel thief, however, 
remained, and presentiy perpe- 
trated one of the most daring jobs 
of his career. 

McNamara and his mountainous 
partner were in their hotel room 
in the early morning of March 13 
when a call came from Chief of 
Police Robert T. Teaney. Teaney 
asked if they could come at once 
to room 215 of the Blackstone ho- 
tel. 

“What's happened?” asked Mc- 
Namara, “Another job?” 

“Yes. Mrs. Bertha 
Keller. A $60,000 haul.” 

The two detectives hastened to 
the hotel, arriving at 1:40 a. m. 
In the Glemby Keller suite they 
found Teaney, Sergeant Eugene 
Bryant, in charge of the Miami 
Beach detective force; Detective 
P. M. Daniels. Mrs. Keller and 
Miss Sophia Glemby, her grand- 
daughter. 

Mrs. Keller was the mother-in- 
law of Mrs. Harry Glemby, who 
a year before had been robbed of 
$307,000 in jewels. Thieves posing 
as bootleggers had gained entrance 
to the Glemby Manhattan home, 
stuck up the househald, and forced 
Gliemby to open the safe. Subse- 
quently, after the police had a 
good idea as to the identity of the 
gang, Abe Gralla, a police head- 
quarters clerk posing as a hick 
jeweler from the west, won the 
confidence of Buda Godman, go- 
between of the gang, and was thus 
able to regain the loot and trap 
the mob. 

All of which hadn't apparently 
fazed this Florida burglar in the 
least. 

McNamara carefully examined 
the door leading from the hotel 
corridor to room 215. There was 
a small indentation on the jamb 
adjacent to the tongue of the lock, 
but he decided this was done de- 
liberately to throw the investi- 
gators off the track. If the door 
had been forced, said Mac, it 
would show much more damage. 

The jewel box had been con- 
cealed in a suitcase and the suit- 
case had been locked in a closet. 
The closet door had been forced, 
also the suitcase. 

As usual, no figerprints were 
to be found. 

Later in the morning the two 
detectives had their talk with 
Mrs. Keller and her. grand- 
daughter. 

“We want to know just who 
you've met since you arrived here,” 
Said Mac. 

The women said they had met 
quite a few persons. but they were 
all perfectly respectable people. It 
was ridiculous to suppose that any 
of their acquaintances might have 
any connection with the crime. 
McNamara pointed out that this 
was just about the only hope of 
solving the case. “We have an 
idea the thief had an assistant— 
a sort of spotter—on this job,” 
he explained. 

On the previous evening Mrs. 
Keller had attended some prize 
fights with her son, Philip Glem- 
by, and Miss Glemby had gone to 
the dog races at the Miami Beach

The detectives cautioned Mrs. 
Keller and Miss Glemby not to 
divulge any information to the 
debonair young golf pro. 

The story moves ahead to the 
next afternoon, when, as Charles 
Yacht was returning from the 
beach, some detectives accosted 
him and requested him to come to 
the police station. They told him 
every one in any way connected 
with the case was being question- 
ed, and that Chief Teaney would 
appreciate it very much if he 
would lend his aid in the investi- 
gation. 

He reached the police station at 
about 5 p. m., and the question- 
ing began at once. He sat at ease, 
the very picture of an unruffled, 
suave young man, and related how 
long he had been in Florida, and 
just how he had met Miss Glemby. 
He admitted he had become very 
much attracted toward the young 
woman. 

The New York detectives began 
asking him questions about his 
family—what were their names, 
where did they live, what did they 
do? He quickly gave them the 
names of two brothers, and other 
information about them; also the 
address of a sister in Brooklyn. 

“What about your brother 
Jack?” asked McNamara. 

The question threw him into 
some confusion. “What about 
him?” 

“What's his business? Where is 
he living now?” 

Yacht stirred uneasily, and 
probably for the first time realized 
that he was under suspicion. 
“What are you trying to pull on 
me?” he exclaimed. 

“We happen to know that your 
brother Jack is now living at 354 
Hunter street, Ossining, N. Y. In 
other words, Sing Sing prison.” 

The golfer leaped up. “Say, I 
don't know anything about this 
robbery! You're trying to frame 
me because my brother is a con- 
vict! I'm no crook, I’ve always 
been honest and industrious!” 

McNamara pressed on with his 
questions. Meanwhile Fitzgerald 
and Detective Daniels left the 
room and went to a hotel from 
which the young man had recent- 
ly been ejected for non-payment 
of rent. The hotel had locked him 
out and had kept his belongings 
pending settlement of the bill, 

Soon the detectives returned. 
McNamara left the room to exam- 
ine certain papers the other of- 
ficers had found in Yacht’s suit- 
case. 

One was & letter signed Marion, 
which advised Charlie to get in 
touch with Harry and get some 
money, because Jack had gotten a 
long stretch and was taking it 
pretty hard.

EORGE REITH, executive 

vice president of the Unit- 

ed States Bridge Associa- 
tion. has already prepared a rough 
draft of plans for the grand na- 
tional championships for the year 
1933. According to the tentative 
outline recently formulated by 
Mr. Reith, the national pair and 
team-of-four champions will be 
decided in St. Louis. next Decem- 
ber. 


A very thorough and interest- 
ing method of qualification for the 


finals has already been devised. 
Players will qualify in one of three 
ways. Any player who has won or 
been runner-up in any one of 20 
major events, which take place 
in the earlier part of the year, is 
automatically qualified. These 
contests include the various im- 
portant American Bridge League, 
American Whist League and East- 
ern championship events, which 
have already been decided, and 
several other sectional tourna--: 
ments. 


In addition, a point system has 
been devised whereby those who 
have done unusually well in major 


tournaments during the year 1931 
or 1932 can also enter. The third 
method of qualification, which will 
afford every contract bridge play- 
er throughout the country a very 
fine chance of participating, will 
be through the sectional pair con- 
tests, which will start next Sep- 
tember in the many cities 
throughout the country. These city 
tournaments will be followed by 
state regional tournaments, with 
each group of cities throughout 
the country, divided by population, 
sending an equal number of con- 
testants. The winning competitors 
in these tournaments, run indi- 
rectly by the United States Bridge 
Association through its represen- 
tatives in the various cities, will 
automatically be eligible for the 
grand national championships in 
December and will in addition be 
paid full expenses for travel with 
allowances for hotel bills and en- 
try fees. 

As mentioned above, there will 
be two events—the grand national 
team-of-four championship and 
the grand national pair champion- 
ship. Both will probably be con- 
ducted in six sessions, including 
eliminations and final rounds. 
Thus, teams that win will have to 
show their worth over some 150 
to 200 boards and will have to 
survive several earlier qualifying 


. rounds on the first few days.

The opening lead was the 
singleton ten of hearts, which was 
won by Mr. Copeland with the 
queen. He now led a low diamond 
mond and trumped returning a 
spade to his own hand. West won 
the trick with the ace and led a 
club. This trick was won in the 
dummy with the ace and the out- 
standing spades taken out. The 
ace and king of diamonds follow- 
ed, and when East showed out on 
the third round the count on the 
hand became marked. Originally, 
East must have held five hearts, 
three spades and two diamonds: 
consequently he held three clubs. 
If one of these clubs was the 
queen, a perfect squeeze was in 
sight. Consequently, the remaining 
trumps were led out and East 
eventually found himself forced 
to choose between blanking: his 
queen of clubs or his king of 
hearts. He chose the former, hop- 
ing that Mr. Copeland had not 
counted correctly. This did no 
good, however, as the king of 
clubs was played unhesitatingly 
and the remaining clubs in the 
dummy established.
